SHIPPING. NOTES. 


Due to tho faci that sho had never 
technically closed her Britizh registry, 
the suspeusion,of the American. registry 
of the Jf. S. Dollar was announced by the 
Department of Commerce on the ist; ult., 
says an Amerioan newspaper. Accord- 
ing to officials, as soon 23 the British law 
is compiled with her American registry 
will be effective. Melville 8. Dollar, vice- 
president of the Robert Dollar Sfeamship 
Company, suid that he knew of no reason 
for the suspension of the American 
registry, The If. S. Dollar went to the 
east coast from Vancouver in November 
and steamed from Port Arthur, Tex., 
for Manila on February 2nd. 


On March 20th, the Toyama Maru, a 
freight steamer bu‘lt for the Nippon 
Yusen Kaishe’s European. sorvies, wab 
Jaunched in Heqasakl at the Mitan Bizhi 
Dockyard and Engine Works. The new 
vessel ‘Is exactly the same in every parti- 
cular as the Poyooke Maru, which was 
also built at the Dockywrd and is row 
on her maiden voyage to Eurup>.

AN IMPORTANT CONCESSION 


TO JAPAN. 

A Trecram from our correspondent in 
Peking, published in yesterday's 
issue, amnounced that at last Thursday's 
Conference China. agreed to concede to 
Japanceso the right to reside and te own 
land in any part of Southern Manchuria, 
but on condition that all disputes arising. 
cut of this  privilega “shall ke 
settled by the Chinese Courts irrespective 
of the nationality of the parties —con- 
cerned. In other words, Japanese -avail- 
ing themselyes of these privileges are 
required to surrender ‘their - extra- 
territorial rights and become amenable 
to local law. While. -the Chinese 
Judiciary is what it-is at present, this 
will ‘seem like offering a gift’ with one 
hand and withdrawing it with the other, 
and while thore are obvious ‘reasons for 
supposing that Japain may feel inclined to 
acquiesce in the condition which China 
firmly imposes, it would be impossible to 
regard the acorptamce ag a permanent 
settlement of the question.
